Preaident,. Mr. f. “Russell, who 
opened the meeting with on address 
of welcome, followed by speeches 
by other members of the Lodge, to 
which Mr. Manuk replied in his 
usual impressive manner, 

On Thursday, a lecture was 
given. at the same address 
by Dr. Karl Ludvig Reichelt, 
the Norwegian author = of 
“Truth and Tradition in Chinese 
Buddhism.” =This book has been 
transInted into English and fa now 
in its third edition. Dr. Reicholt 
is Superintendent of the Christian 
Association of Religious Devotees 
in East Asin, which is domiciled at 
the Tao Fong Shan Christian In- 
stitute at Shatin, and the Ching 
Fong Shan Christian . Monastery 
at Nanking, and has been In China 
for 29° years. 


Glimpses of Buddhism. 


Dr, Reichelt: gave some glimpsen 
of present day Buddhism in China. 
He said: 

In order to get a fair impression 
of Buddhiam at the present time in 
China. it is not sufficient to watch 
the crowds who throng the wayside 
shrines and city temples. The 
great majority of the people we 
meet at those places are not very 
religious, They are out for some 
earthly yada, bartering with the su 
ealled gode (or pusas) for sood luck 
in business, in family affairs, ete. 
Conseauently many of them con- 
duct the rites of incense-burning, 
prostratiag, dice-throwing, ete, In 
the most superficial wi, without 
reverence or dignity. It is, there- 
fore quite natural that tourists 
and other foreigners in China, sec- 
ing these dirty, smoky temples, and 
watching the attending ‘shabby 
monks, and the noisy, thronging 
crowds around the altars. should 
come to the so often repented con- 
clusion that the Chinese are not 
religious and that Buddhism in 
China is in’ a very. degencrated 
state. 

Of course, we shall have to admit 
that is partly true, especially dure 
ing these difficult years of upheaval, 
civil war, and - revolutions. So 
many fine temples and monasteries 
have veen destroyed or transformed 
info barracks for soldiers or turned 
into scho :] buildings or office rooms, 
So many monks have been rendered 
homeless, that it naturally came to 
pass that the number of ignorant, 
‘immoral and miserable monks has 
greatly — increased during — recent 
years, However, it would be very 
unfair to draw from these facts, 
the conclusion that Buddhism as 
such, was: dwindling away, or to 
state that the Buddhists in Chinn 
do not hold in their midst any 
deeply religious, pious and fine 
characters. 

We, who work among them, and 
in our justatution in Nanking, come 
into contact with tens of thousands 
‘of the monks and tay de- 
yotces; and in the south, in 
connexion with the new Ins- 
titute now being built at Shatin, 
mect with so many pilgrims 
going to India, Rangoan and Ceylon 
that we certainly can testify to the 
fnct that there still are great 
multitudes who, through Buddhiam, 
have come in contact with the 
eternal and 
reality which we Christians fn un- 
speakable reverence and rapture 
nume God. 


Where to Find Them. 


Not in the common, business- 
like temples, not in the “firms” 
established by moncyseeking monks, 
but in the quict associations of the 
lay devotces, who have invited a 
religious snd scholarly monk, a 
master, (si-f), an explainer of the 
law (fah-si), to assist them with 
lectures. The people who meet tor 
common meditation and common 
worship {n clean and beautiful tem- 
ple rooms, in small Buddha-halls, 
(fu-tany) located in private’ homes 
or special veuetarian halls. (Tsai- 
tangs) where the ploux people live 
together in order to help cach other 
to cultivate religion. Here in Hong- 
kong, we have quite 1 number of 


them; out in the New Territorios, |. 


near Castle Penk, you will find a 
great many of them. In tho Shatin 
Valley, surrounding our beautiful 
Tao Fong Shan, we havo 10 such 
placcs. In Shanghai, 
soveral hundreds, besides the four 
bigrer temples in connexion with 
the Lay. Devotees. 

Through the hard and difficult 
years, in the struggle for life, in 
tho bustle of everyday work, in the 
fight against sickness. and death, a 
good number of mon and women in 
China, : (tho Iast mentioned always 
in great . majority). gravitate to- 
wards the quiet life, of the monas- 
tery or the vegotarian hall. This 
lioly evolution, this longing for re- 
pose, enlightenment, and higher 
wisdom, is often In China expressed 
in the well known picture. of tho 
Lotus flower of the Soul. :

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AN OMINOUS LULL. 


The present lull in’ Chinese 
politics scema to the foreign on- 
looker to .be fraught with dan. 
gxerous possibilities. It is indeed 
love n Jul fi politics than in the 
very machinery of government it- 
self, The new Government is 
paralysed by the flight of the chief 
actors from the Nanking stage. 
The heads of the various Yuan and 
the’ Cabinet Ministers ‘are, so far, 
mere figureheads, Even the re- 
doubtable Eugene Chen hay fallen 
into comparutive silence; and 
if his typewriter has been busy on 
Notes not yet given to the public, 
its most thunderous periods. can 
have Uttle effect In this uneasy and 
ominous pause in affairs. We say 
aminious, for we cannot shut our 
eyes to the fact of the steady and 
resolute cdvance of the Japanese 
from without, and the consolidation 
of Communist power within the 
country, : > 

The cause of this paralysis is the 
failure of the Central Political 
Council to meet, The constitution of 
this council is a typical Chinese com- 
promise. ‘he country was faced with 
problems similar to those which 
in the great war led to the formh- 
tion of a Coalition Government and 
in the recent economic crisis to that 
of a National Government in Eng- 
land. But in both those cases the 
leaders of all the parties which sup- 
ported the Government found places 
in the Cabinet. There remained a 
remnant which took its place openly 
and frankly as an Opposition. 
The rest entered into an effective 
politica! union. The Government 
in England goes on at full strength 
for the purposes for which it has 
been elected; we any this irres- 
pective of what those purposes are. 
The point is the continuity 
and effectiveness. of the gxovern- 
ment machine. A different 
situation has arisen out of the 
attempt, Inudable - and desperately 
urgent in itself, to form a National 
Government in China. The various 
parties aro convinced, we must be- 
Hove, of. the necessarity of such 
a Government. In the effort to form. 
one, they have relegated the three 
most conspicious. party leaders 
to a Council which apparently 
functions outside the Administra- 
tion, yet without whose ‘support, 
and the support of those elenients 
in the country which {t represents, 
tho Administration. cannot. work. 
‘rno Leftist and Rightist lendara, 
and the mhn who stands between 
them as a practical ad- 
ministrator, find themselves In 
on a scounel! 


whose authority fs Indirect and {l- 
defined; and they are so placod be- 
fore thoso fundamental reconellia- 
tions havo taken place which alone 
cam engendor mutual trust. It is 
an imposslble position. 

It would seem clear that Chiang 
Kai-shek himself Js the prey of con- 
Micting .emotions. His outburst 
during the meeting of the Peaco, 
Conference in Shanghai probably 
indicated his "rent mim; it is pos- 
sible, however,. that he was per- 
suaded genuinely to retract in con- 
siflerntion of the wider izsucs In- 
volved. But hia reference to Hu 
Han-min in his letter of. restgma- 
tion showed that he still failed to 
stomach the role that had been: cast 
for ‘him, the insistence on his re- 
signation. So we have Mr. Hu in 
discreet retirement here in Hong- 
kong, and Mr. Wang Ching-wei on 
the diplomatic aick-list. We repent 
that it appears te us a perilous 
situation., We hear of the with- 
drawal of American eitizens from 
a district only cight miles from 
Hankow in view of a threatened 
advanced, while Japan is reaching 
the Great Wall. 


An Empire Currency. 


Lenders of British industry and 
trade are giving increasing atten- 
tion to the possibility of cstablish- 
ing a uniform monetary system for 
al Empire countries, Many pro- 
minent financlera have given the 
scheme their bleasing, and its 
value, if feasible, requires no em- 
phasis, A definite move is 
now belng set on foot by the 
Federation of Empire Chambers 
of Commerce, which has followed 
the example of the Fedoration of 
British Industries in giving the 
proporals a whole-hearted endorse- 
ment. The appropriate Ministers 
in Englund and the Empire 
enpitals are to be supplied with a 
memorandum outlining the scheme 
in detail and even while there is 
ronson to fear that little progress 
can be made just now, the response 
will bo interesting. While every 
country in the world has for many 
years past managed {ts currency 
to a greater extent than formerly, 
it is doubtful whether a purely 
managed currency would appeal 
to the Dominions and Colonics 8 
a suitable system for an Empire 
currency. Britain, at the moment, 
has nothing better to offer and 
while several of the Dominions are 
in much the same case, the deter- 
mination of South Africa to remain 
on the gold standard to the last 
ditch is an illustration of the ob- 
stacles likely to be encountered by 
the chief protagonists of the 
Empire Currency programme. The 
‘Empire is built upon the principles 
of liberty and freedom and ite 
component parts will not readily 
agree to the idea of their respec- 
tive currencies being managed 
from any one centre. ‘And, they 
cannot be blamed for resisting 
the movement. The time is hardly 
ripe for progress jn this rection, 
even while the lines look desirable. 
When world onditions have be- 
come more normal; when Britain 
finds, it possible to return to a 
system enabling her to provide an 
Empire Currency capable of -ful- 
filling all that is required of it, 
which is based upon sound. prin- 
ciples and which will, at the same 
time, reserve to each country, in- 
cluding Britain, the grentest 
amount of individual Hberty; when 
in fact we can restore the tried 
and proven old ayatem, of Sterling

SPEED MENACE.

Convoy of Morris’ 
Vehicles Does Well.

OVER 4,000 MILES. - 


A convoy of Morris-Commercial 
trucks, Including 12 s#jx-<wheeler 
model, and ,comprising also 1 
Morris Isis and « Morris-Oxford, 
has lately completed a compre- 
hensive tour of Nigeria, © West 
Africa.

‘Has the Day of the “Four” Passed? 


AN OLD QUESTION REVIVED. 


Len A SS 


In apite of the fact that at the preaent time the average motor- 
car manufacturer favoura the engine of siz or more cylindera, “fonra” 


remain good sellers, and in Englan 


which waa the better proposition 
the aix-cylinder car was revived. 


At one time the six-cylinder 
typeof cnr cost mn great deat more 
than [ts four-cylinder rival, but 
modern developments have nar- 
yowed the margin until It hag al- 
most disappeared. Many motorists, 
however, are still puzzied as to 
which type of car they should 
choose. Generally speaking, it Is 
truc to say that the four-cylinder 
car wins on the score of economy, 
while the “six” provides the ad- 
vantages of refined and flexible 
running. - 


In explaining why thia should be 
the enae, n writer in’ The Motor 
points out that the power output of 
the engine mainly depends upon two 
factors; the capneity—that is’ to 
say, the- volume swept out by the 
pistons—and the revolution speed, 
irrespective of the number of cylin- 
ders employed. 


It would, therefore, be onbsurd 
to expeet greater power from 2 
small six-cylinder engine than is 
provided by a larger four-cylinder 
engine, On the other hand, there 
is a alight advantage In favour of 
the “six,” comparing it 
“four” of equal ‘capacity, becaure 
the better balance of the former 
makes [t permissible'to run it some- 
what frister. 


Cont and Tax Advantages. 


In England the four-cylinder car 
usually presents immediate and ob- 
vious advantages in respect of cont 
and tax, and it is generally admitt- 
ed that petrol consumption and re- 
pair charges .tre likely to be a 
little higher for the six-cylinder 
engine, 


The “six” {a not less reHable than 
the four-cylinder type, but, natural. 
ly, having many more | parts, it 
costs more for decarbonising and 
other routine work, Its consump- 
tion ix higher for various reasons, 
the difference between the two 
types being often roughly in the 
proportion of 5 to 4. 


In cars of similar weights, how- 
ever, the “six” will score slightly in 
respect of neceleration, hill-climb- 
ing, and maximum specd, thouga 
many motorists may hot feel cs- 
pecially interested in there attri- 
butes of power and performatice. 


It zenerally is conceded that 
“six” which is properly Jesigned 
and made provides a facility in 
driving a car such 48 cannot al- 
ways be achieved with & four-cylin- 
der engiie. One of the main rea- 
sons for this state of affairs is 
ximply that the larger number of 
cylinders naturally enables: 2 
smoother flow of power to be ob- 
tained. The cylinder of an or- 
dinary motor-car engine produces 
only one working stroke or power 
{mpulse ‘in two revolutions of the 
crankshait. 


Power Impulses. 


Therefore, in a four-cylinder. en- 
gine only two impulses per crank- 
shaft turn are obtainable, the one 
commencing so soon 28 the pre- 
ceding working stroke ix finished, 
In n six-cylinder engine, on the 
other hand, pairs of cranks are 
arranged at 120-dex. apart. In a

A piston which is moving up and 
jdown at a very high spoed resents 
the action of stopping and restart- 
ing at each end of the atroke, and 
would, if left alone, prefer to 
travel onwards—cither upwards 
threugh the cylinder head or down- 
wards through the sump aa the 
cause might be. The connecting rod 
preventa the pistons from."running 
wile.” but the tendency fs,’ never- 
theless, present and sets“iip forces 
which, at high speeds, are supri- 
singly large. i 


Question of Vibration. 


Owing to the peculiar movement 
of the piston the interla force 
exerted when it is at the top is 
yrenter than the force produced 
when it is at the bottom, Con- 
sequently, in a four-cylinder en- 
gine, the four forces, do not quite 
bulanee one nnother, but leave a 
rresultant jerk that tends to make 
'the engine dance up and down in 
the frame. There ure, of course, 
‘six-cylinder engines which are not 
‘entirely free from vibration, but it 
‘must he pointed out ‘that there are 
unfortunately other sources of 
"trouble in motorcar engines. 


| For. example, a long crankshaft 
which is not sufficiently stiff may 
apring and distort under the explo- 
sive impulses or the Inertia londa, 
so setting up tremors at certain 
speeds, which can be felt through- 
out the car, The longer the crank- 
shaft the more likely it is: to ‘be 
ausceplible to..this trouble, so. that 
in most six-cyliner engines large 
dimensions are employed for the 
cranks to provide sufficient stiff- 
ness, 


So far British makers have not 
paid very great attention to the 
straight eight, which is very popu- 
lar in Amerien. In an “eight” four 
impulses are provided per crank- 
shnft turn, as compared with three 
in a “six,” and two in a “four,” 
so that the “eight” is a most 
smooth and flexible performer, ‘On 
the other hand, it ia n somewhat 
more expensive type of engine to 
run. ,

Chiang Kai-shek, who ta now at 
Hangchow, explains the reasons for 
not returning to Nanking in an

Chiang says there is no question 
of his not wishing: to take a res- 
ponsible role in the Government, 
but it is rather a case of not being 
permitted to do so, He added: 

“Even after my retirement, Can- 
ton still inslsts that 1 will shortly 
be re-establishing a dictatorship.” 

Chiang agreed to return if Wang 
Ching-wei and Hu Han-min both 
returned, but dectared that unless 
the Chinese public learned to dis- 
tinguish right from wrong, and to 
fix the responsibility in proper 
places, it would be difficult to save 
the nation. 

The appointment of Chen Ming- 
shu as Finance Minister is con- 
firmed in financlal circles in Nan- 
king. but no official confirmation 
in. yet forthcoming.— Reuter
